You read on this page last 


Friday an Associated Press 
dispatch from Little Rock 
reporting that the Association of 
Arkansas counties has adopted a 
resolution calling for a con- 
stitutional amendment to give 
greater home rule and to revamp 
county government. 


That phrase "revamp county 


government" you may take to 
mean higher county salaries, one 
of the 
stipulations in 
the 


proposed amendment being "to 
abolish the present $5,000 annual 
salary limitation." 


The Star doesn't object to 


higher salaries for public of- 
ficials, feeling they, like private 
wages, should be geared to the 
cost of living. 


What we do object to is the gall 


of the county government lobby 
group in now proposing a 
measure largely resembling 
what was offered in the 1970 
proposed new state constitution 
which the voters defeated in 1970. 


The galling part is that much 


of the blame for defeat of that 
reform must be laid at the feet of 
county, city and state officials 
who almost to a man got out and 
fought it. 


No instrument is perfect, and 


there were things in the proposed 
constitution 
which 
this 


newspaper didn't like— but we 
went along with the bill because 
of what it would do for home rule 
and self-taxation for county and 
city governments. 


I still think Arkansas will 


eventually adopt most of the 
proposals which it rejected in the 
1970 constitutional package. 


But the county lobby measure 


just now proposed is a special- 
interest bill which will be 
soundly beaten the moment the 
voters get a crack at it.

Steel Prices Go 
Up,AutoMakers 
Want Increases

General Motors Corp. has ask- 


ed 
th«> Price Commission to 


approve a 2.5 per cent increase 
in 1972 prices, joining the other 
three Big Four car makers in 
requesting increased prices. 


American 
Motors has 
re- 


ceived approval for a 2.5 per 
cent boost. 


Chiysler's application for ap- 


proval of a 5.9 per cent in- 
crease is pending, and Ford, 
which first asked for a 2 per 
cent increase, Tuesday boosted 
that to 4.4 per cent and also is 
awaiting approval. 


The GM increase is based on 


rising costs, the company said. 
It would cover cars, trucks and 
optional equipment. A spokes- 
man said GM also is seeking 
consideration of an additional 
0.5 per cent boost in prices for 
product improvement. 


Ford's revision of its request- 


ed increase is to cover costs 
other than those of labor, the 
company said. 


Toyota of Japan said it was 


raising for the second time in 
two months the suggested retail 
price of its passenger cars sold 
in the United States. The in- 
creases average 1.6 per cent, 
the firm said, reflecting in- 
creased valuation of the yen, 
higher tariff rates and higher 
production costs on some mod- 
els. In October, Toyota an- 
nounced average increases of 
8.8 per cent above 1971 models. 


Steel prices went up Tuesday, 


with the Price Commission ap- 
proving a 7.6 per cent boost for 
Bethlehem Steel and a 7.2 per 
cent increase for National 
Steel. Both apply only to tin 
mill products. The commission

boost, Continental Can Co. said 
it would ask for a 7 per cent 
increase in can prices.

DEQUEEN, Ark. (AP)- Gas 


customers in this area are pre- 
paring for another one of their 
teeth - clattering, bone - wrack- 
ing winters, due to a natural 
gas shortage. 


Those without electric stoves 


and butane gas bottles just 
"bundle up and go to bed," said 
Buster Smith, Horatio Gas Co. 
superintendent. 


Horatio has been without gas 


since Monday and the lowest the 
temperatures have dropped so 
far was 38 degrees. 


In Horatio, a town of 1,000, 


which has weathered a gas 
shortage before, people either 
use butane gas, electricity, wood 
or go without. 


"There are a lot of old folks 


here," Smith said. "I don't know 
how they are going to make 
it... some can't leave town." 


Monday, the gas 
shortage 


forced the DeQueen Gas Co. to 
shut down service to all indus- 
tries. 


DeQueen gets its supply from 


the I/)uisiana - Nevada Transit 
Co. 


The DeQueen line also sup- 


plies Saratoga, Horatio, Mena 
and Dierks, all of which report 
low gas pressure. 


The city of DeQueen is in a 


battle with the Federal Power 
Commission for a larger gas al- 
lotment and a decision is pend- 
ing. DeQueen is asking for 11 Ms 
million cubic feet, instead of the 
five million cubic feet they are 
now provided. 


"Our 
supplier just can't sup- 


ply us," Ernest Norwood, De- 
Queen gas manager said. "We 
are just going to have to suffer. 
It is a pretty sad situation. 


"We are down to 50 pounds, 


where we normally have 250," 
Norwood said. 


Norwood said it was fortunate

MERINGUE COOKIES 


Raspberry jam is used under 


the meringue 
I cup plus 2 tablespoons sifted 


flour 


1 teaspoon baking powder 
Pinch of salt 
1/3 cup butter 
1/2 cup sugar 
1 egg yolk 
1 tablespoon milk 
1/2 teaspoon vanilla 
1/4 cup (about) raspberry jam 
Meringue, see below 


On wax paper sift together 


the flour, baking powder and 
salt. In a medium mixing bowl 
cream butter and sugar: beat in 
egg yolk, then milk and vanilla. 
stir in sifted flour mixture 
(Chill dough if too soft 
to 


shape.) Using 1 level table- 
spoon for each, make balls of 
dough and place at least 2 inch- 
es apart on a buttered cookie 
sheet: with heel of hand flatten 
balls to 1/4-inch thickness. 
Place 1/2 teaspoon raspberry 
jam in center of each cookie; 
top with Meringue, completely 
covering jam. Bake in a pre- 
heated 350-degree oven until 
edges of dough are browned — 
about 18 minutes. With a wide 
metal spatula remove to wire 
rack to cool. Store in tightly 
covered tin box. Makes 20 large 
cookies 


Meringue: Beat 1 egg white 


until stiff; gradually beat in 5 
tablespoons sugar; fold in 1/3 
cup finely chopped walnuts or 
pecans.

Henderson 
Says He Was 
Unaware

FT. MEADE, Md. i A P ) - 


Col Oran K. Henderson says he 
was so unaware about what 
really happened at My I^i that 
when questioned 1'a years later 
"I continued to maintain that 
no such atrocity or massacre 
could have occurred." 


The 51-year-old career offi- 


cer, who is charged with con- 
cealing the massacre, returns 
to the witness stand today at 
his 
court-martial 
for 
more 


cross-examination. 


In his first day of testifying 


in his own behalf Tuesday, 
Henderson said he relied on su- 
bordinates' word that there had 
been no "excessive killing of ci- 
vilians." He said his report to 
his division commander reflect- 
ed what he believed to be accu- 
rate: 20 civilians killed acciden- 
tally by helicopter gunship and 
artillery fire along with 128 
Viet Cong during the March 16, 
1968 sweep through the village. 


"You still admit you were re- 


sponsible for the investigation 
that was conducted?" asked 
Maj. Carroll Tichenor, the pros- 
ecutor. 


"I don't know whether I'm 


responsible in a legal sense," 
said Henderuon. "In the sense 
of a soldier, I'm responsible for 
anything my unit does or does 
not do. There's just no other 
way to skin the cat." 


Henderson was the command- 


er of the Americal Division's 
llth Brigade during the assault. 


After his initial investigation, 


and a report he submitted six 
weeks after My Lai, Henderson 
said, he heard nothing more 
about tne assault until he was 
summoned to Washington by an 
Army 
investigator. 
At 
that 


time, in May 1968, Henderson 
said he could not even recall 
the proper name of the village. 


And finally, when he was 


called as the leadoff witness to 
the Pentagon's My Lai inquiry 
in December 1968, "I continued 
to maintain that no such atroc- 
ity or massacre could have oc- 
curred." 


Two aviation commanders at- 


tached to Henderson's llth In- 
fantry Brigade—Lt. Col. John 
Holladay and Lt. Col. Frederic 
Watke—testified earlier in the 
four month old trial that Hen- 
derson was told of reports of 
more than 100 civilian deaths in 
a meeting 
with Brig. Gen. 


George Young two days after 
My Lai. They said Young at 
that meeting ordered Hender- 
son to look into the charges.

aborigines lived in tribal so- 
cieties which were relatively 
f r e e of controversy and 
clamor. The social system 
was simple and strict. The 
leaders decided tribal poli- 
cies and anybody who ob- 
jected was removed to a 
final resting place. 


Now, 
however, as it must 


to all "civilized" peoples, the 
aborigines are going through 
the agonies and antics of the 
changing world. 


Old people c l i n g to old 


thoughts. 


Young people opt for new 


ways. 


In short, a generation gap 


is making the natives rest- 
less. 


H e r e at the Yuendumu 


reservation, the evolution is 
particularly clear and sting- 
ing. Many of the 1,000 abo- 
rigines at this settlement 
have only lately came into 
the white man's ways. The 
Wailbri people left the bush 
20 years ago, the Pintubi 
p e o p l e came out in the 
1960s. 


As a group then, they are 


as "primitive" as any that 
exist in Australia. Unlike the 
natives who have been gob- 
bled up in the dominant cul- 
ture, the Yuendumu band is

ing a forgotten argument.) 


So there it is. A twisted 


triangle. 


Neville and Violet h a v e 


made no secret of their ro- 
mance. They've been dating 
regularly for months. And so 
far no trouble has resulted. 


But soon Neville is bound 


to marry the girl. And the 
war will likely break out. 
The rejected (noseless) suit- 
or will no doubt get hot. And 
so will the older members of 
all the families involved. 
Federal authorities on the 
reserve are concerned that 
blood will spill. 


Officials here admit there 


is little anyone can do to pre- 
vent bloodletting of s o m e 
sort. Although the aborigines 
are liable to Australian law, 
t h e y do not necessarily 
(sometimes rightfully) obey 
it. 


In this case. Australian 


law forbids one of the oldest 
of aboriginal customs — the 
promising of brides The tra- 
dition dates from the time 
tribal chieftains guaranteed 
future bliss by marrying in- 
fants. It has also been a tra- 
ditional way of s e t t l i n g 
debts, obligations, and so on.

will play in future U.N. dis- 
armament talks.

China's permanent U.N. dele- 
gate, was scheduled to address 
the 131-nation General Assem- 
bly as it approached the end of 
its debate on a Soviet proposal 
for a world conference on dis- 
armament to supplement the

that Huang would give Peking's 
views on the whole approach to 
disarmament rather than limit- 
ing his statement to the Soviet 
proposal.

world disarmament conference 
if one were called? 


—Would it insist on its pre- 


vious position that such a con- 
ference must be at the summit 
level? 


—Would it accept the Soviet 


proposal that the conference be 
held outside the framework of 
the United Nations or would it 
go along 
with the 
majority 


which wants the conference un- 
der U.N. auspices? 


- Would it announce it is join- 


ing the Geneva Disarmament 
Committee, the principal ve- 
hicle for aims negotiations for 
the past decade? Or would it, 
like France, boycott the com- 
mittee? 


The Chinese already have re- 


jected a Soviet proposal for pri- 
vate summit talks among the 
nuclear powers and have spo- 
ken out strongly against deals 
made privately by the Russians 
and the Americans. 


Some diplomats close to the 


Chinese believe their aversion 
to the superpowers would rule 
out their participation in the 
Geneva 
talks 
as 
they 
are 


presently organized. The par- 
ticipating countries were se- 
lected by the United Spates and 
the Soviet Unfon 'and "affirmed 
by the General Assembly. The 
United Sates and the Soviet 
Union alternate as chairman. 


Some delegates supporting the 


current debate have suggested 
that consultations must be be- 
gun to find a way to bring Pe- 
king into the disarmament dis- 
cussions. At the same time, 
most have urged an early re- 
sumption of the Geneva talks, 
apparently hoping that the Chi-

And tribal custom calls for 
the punishment — h a r s h 
punishment—of both offend- 
ers 


in one recent, similar case, 


a young man walked off into 
the bush with a promised 
bride. The rejected suitor 
followed, tracked them for 
50.miles (aborigines are the 
world's best t r a c k e r s ' , 
caught them, battered the 
boy a bit and then stuck the 
girl's feet in a fire. 


Will the same fate befall 


Neville and Violet? 


Nobody knows. Officials in- 


sist the aborigines are be- 
coming m o r e "civilized"' 
every day. And informed in- 
siders are hoping a kind ot 
mutually beneficial a g r e e - 
ment can be w o r k e d out 
within the trio.

TV Commercials 
Set Film Trends

HOLLYWOOD - iNK.M - Michael Cacoyannis. one ol 


the world's great movie directors, was in town. And In- 
spent most of his leisure hours ulued to the television set 
—to watch the commercials. 


He thinks they're good and. what is more surprising, 


believes that American TV commercials have had a 
major impact on motion pictures. 


"Take the quick cuts that are so important in films 


today," Cacoyannis says. "They first started on your 
commercials.'Now everybody does it. So whenever I'm 
here. I watch commercials—they're good fun and general- 
ly much better than the shows " 


Cacoyannis' latest is "The Trojan Women," with Kath- 


arine Hepburn, Vanessa Redgrave. Genevieve Bujold and 
Irene Papas. He says the four women—all highly individ- 
ual ladies with highly individual temperaments—got along 
beautifully. 


"But 
that is not surprising." he says. "Yes. they are 


all temperamental, but they are also professional. And 
they all have a great respect for each other's ability." 


He shot the film in only eight weeks. He is, he says, a 


director who shoots fast and tight, and he does his own 
editing as he goes along. 


He never works on more than one project at a time. 


When he has finished one, then and only then does he 
look to the future and his next job. 


At the moment, he's planning to direct a Broadway 


play with Melina Mercouri, his great discovery. After 
that, probably another film, although he's not sure what 
it will be. 


"I'm mulling over several ideas," he says. "I don't let 


them stew—things that stew never come to a boil. I just 
think about them idly, and one will come to be." 


Cacoyannis is one of the few people who believes that 


movies are doing well these days. He doesn't join the 
general chorus bemoaning the state of the art. 


"If you counted movies from all over the world," he 


says, "from places like Hungary and Sweden, I think 
you would find that more movies are being made today 
than ever before. As for the quality, I think the average 
is probably as high as it's always been."

Kidneys Function 


As Blood Filters 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—During 


my last physical exam, my 
doctor found my urea nitro- 
gen tn be double the nor- 
mal. 


I had my kidneys X rayed 


and also "had dye injected 
into my blood and this was 
also X rayed as it passed 
through my body. 


My doctor says everything 


was O.K. He didn't explain 
to me what urea nitrogen 
was. I'm worried about this 
and wondered if I'm going 
to have trouble in the future. 
I understand this is a kidney 
malfunction. Please help. 


Dear Reader—First, quit 


worrying. Urea is the chemi- 
cal compound left over after 
protein is metabolized. Indi- 
viduals who eat a lot of meat 
or other foods high in pro- 
tein form more urea than in- 
dividuals eating a lower pro- 
tein diet. W i t h i n broad 
ranges, urea is not harmful 
to the body. 


The urea formed by the 


body is e x c r e t e d in the 
urine. In this way, the kid- 
ney filters off the excess 
amounts. 


Since urea contains nitro- 


gen, the laboratory test to 
measure the amount of urea 
in the blood is done by meas- 
uring the nitrogen in the 
urea—hence, the term "urea 
nitrogen." If there is an in- 
creased amount of urea in 
the blood, left over from 
p r o t e i n metabolism, the 
urea nitrogen measurement 
is increased. 


Now, if the kidneys are 


damaged and not function- 
ing properly, they don't fil- 


ter the blood adequately and 
excess urea accumulates in 
the blood. This possibility is 
why your doctor examined 
your kidneys so carefully. 
And, happily, he found out 
your kidneys work fine. 


To filter the blood of urea 


efficiently, the kidney must 
be able to flush out a con- 
siderable amount of water, 
which is the a m o u n t of 
urine formed each day. If a 
person is not passing much 
urine, the urea can also 
build up in the bloodstream. 


A common cause for in- 


creased amounts of urea ni- 
trogen in healthy people is 
a diet rich in protein, the 
meat eaters are usually the 
ones, with a low intake of 
fluids or water. This is par- 
ticularly true if the person 
works in the hot sun and 
loses a lot of water in sweat 
rather than through the for- 
mation of urine. A lot of 
blood tests are also done 
after a night of f a s t i n g , 
which adds to the likelihood . 
of high urea nitrogen values. , 
I saw a lot of these in young, ' 
healthy pilots that merely ! 
reflected the eating, drink- 
ing and exercise habits of 
these men. The elevation in » 
urea nitrogen within broad . 
limits in such cases is en- , 
tirely normal.

Your doctor was wise to ; 


test you carefully to rule out 
any important cause. He has ,, 
done that and now you can ' 
relax. I might suggest, 
though, that you improve 1 
your water drinking habits, I 
especially before your next 
examination.

Home Office Is 
Tax Saver

We're taking on a group 


with an awesome reputation 
as experts, but don't let the 
American Institute of Certi- 
fied Public Accountants talk 
you out of taking a tax de- 
duction tot office space in 
your home, if you qualify. 


Savings are apt to be il- 


lusory, the CPAs warn, be- 
cause the tax bite on the sale 
of a home that's appreciated 
in value could outweigh the 
benefits you've enjoyed over 
the years. We're not con- 
vinced the arithmetic in a 
typical case will bear that 
out. 


What's involved is the tax 


that must be paid if you sell 
your home at a profit. When 
there's a gain on the sale of 
a house that's all residence, 
the tax can be deferred if 
you put your profits into the 
purchase of another home. 
' 


Not so if you've been ex- 


pensing an office. The place 
has been, technically, part 
business property. You ac- 
tually report two separate 
sales—one of the residence, 
one of the business property 
— and if there's a capital 
gain on the latter, you cough 
up the tax on your next re- 
turn. 


The CPAs suggest that this 


tax could amount to more 
thun you've saved, year by 
year, on income taxes. Let's 
see how a fairly typical case 
works out.
